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GIVE SAFE CONDUCT 


China Announces That Foreign 


Ministers Will be Sent Out 


of Pekin. 


IMPERIAL ESCORT TO TIEN TSIN 


Washington, July 24—The Chinese 


minister received a dispatch this 
morning from Sheng, the director of 
milroads and telegraphs at Shang- 
hai, stating that the foreign minis- 
ters are to be sent from Pekin to 
Tien Tsin under escort; also that the 
imperial government has not only 
been protecting them, but has sup- 
plied them with food. 


The Sheng telegram was made pub- 


lic at the state department in the 
following statement: 


"Minister Wu visited the state de- 


partment this morning (July 24) and 
handed to the acting secretary of 
state the following text of a cable 
message, explaining that it was a 
cablegram 
from 
Director General 


Sheng at Shanghai, dated July 23rd, 


1900, to the Chinese minister at Lon- 


don, 
by whom it hnd been re-trans- 


mitted to Minister Wu and received 
by the latter on the night of the same 
day. 


"News from Pekin of 22nd day of 


sixth moon, corresponding to July 
18th, says Wen Jui. by direction of 
the Tsung1 Li Yamen, went to see 
the various foreign ministers and 
found not one of them harmed.. Jung 
Lu proposes to memorallze imperial 
government to supply 
them with 


provisions at once, and then devise 
plan to detail troops to escort them 
to Tien Tsin.

LEGATIONS HELD AS HOSTAGES, 


London, July 24.—One month to 


the day has elapsed since Sir Robert 
Hart, director of the Chinese mari- 
time customs, smuggled out of Pe- 
kin the last piece of news that ap- 
peared 
authoritatively to Europe, 


and apparently the only method by 
which the Chinese court can vindi- 
cate its veracity here is to transmit 
another autograph message from 
some equally authoritative source. 
And the Tsung Lu Yamen (Chinese 
foreign office) possesses facilities to 
set all doubts at rest.

Chang is reported in a statement to 
the effect that while tlie foreigners 
are alive, they would be killed imme- 
diately when allied forces neared Pe- 
kin, is regarded by those who credit 
the reported survival of the foreign 
ministers as an indication that the 
latter are held as hostages and that 
their lives will be made the subject 
of negotiations by the Chinese. Hence 
Li Hung Chang's anxiety to keep the 
powers from Pekin as long as possi- 
ble.

any other rear admiral.

Kempff was informed that the cap- 
tain of the Eiidymion would give him 
as many guns as he wanted if there 
was sufficient powder on the ship, but 
until they published their regula- 
tions we had to go by ours. 
The Or- 


lando (British armored ship), arriv- 
ing at Taku, knew nothing of this 
squabble, and rubbed it into Admiral 
Kempff by saluting the Chinese rear 
admiral with thirteen guns, then the 
Russian rear admiral with thirteen 
and then the United States rear ad- 
miral with eleven. guns. 


Whether distance made it difficult 


for them to distinguish the number 
or a delicate hint was intended, the 
Newark had the good taste to return 
thirteen. 


M'DONALD WROTE FROM PEKIN JULY 4 


London, July 24.—The foreign of- 


fice has received a dispatch from the 
British consul at Tien Tsin, dated 
Saturday, July 21, stating that he 
had just received a letter from Sir 
Claude JtacDonald, the British min- 
ister at Pekin, and dated July 4, ap- 
pealing 
for 
relief. 
There 
were 


enough provisions at the legation to 


last a fortnight, the letter said, but 
the garrison was unequal to the task 
of holding out against a determined 
attack for many days. 
There had 


been forty-four deaths and about 
double that number of wounded. The 
foreign office thinks the dispatch 
does not affect the main question of 
the reported massacre of the mem 
bers of the legations at Pekin.

The Chinese appeal is unquestion- 


ably pn adroit production. The pres- 
ident's answer is equally clever and 
more sincere; that is the opinion of 
the officials here who have carefully 
studied both. The president has suc- 
ceeded in asking for conditions pre- 
cedent to mediation quite as valuable 
,is those laid down in Europe, yef 
he has so tempered his requirements 
as to make them unexceptionable to 
the Chinese government. 


At the same time, there is 


in the note to which the European 
chancellories can object, openly at 
least. The president expressly states 
that his mediation is subject to the 
approval of the powers; he will not 
attempt to force it iipon Europe. 
And the Chinese government must 
produce 
the ministers in 
safety. 


Minister Wu declares that his gov- 
ernment will meet that obligation, in 
proof of which he produced Sheng's 
telegram, in which he expressed im- 
plicit confidence. 
Certainly, if the 


last promise is baseless, the Chinese 
goveinment is party to one of the 
most bare-faced deceptions practiced 
upon another nation, in the estima- 
tion of the state department. 


The department does not 
doubt 


Minister Wu's sincerity in any case, 
and as for that official, he is so confi- 
dent that the'United States govern- 
ment is the only one in the world to 
which China can look for fair and 
friendly treatment, that he has ex- 
hausted every effort, personally, by 
appeals and otherwise, to save all the 
foreign ministers in Pekin if pos- 
sible, but at any rate insure 
the 


safety of Mr. Conger.
